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Rules  and  Regulations. 


ADMISSION. 

All  admissions  to  the  grounds  of  the  Society  during  the  Exhibition  will  be 
by  tickets. 

Family  tickets,  good  daring  Fair,  admitting  bearer  and  minor  members  of 
the  family,  $1.00. 

Single  tickets,  25  cents. 

Single  tickets  for  children  under  twelve  years,  15  cents. 

For  one  horse  and  carriage,  one  admission,  25  cent4s. 

For  one  horse  and  carriage  during  Fair,  50  cents. 

For  two  horses  and  carriage  during  Fair,  75  cents. 

For  two  horses  and  carriage,  one  admission,  50  cents. 

Owners  of  carriages  will  be  required  to  show  their  tickets,  and  other  persons 
accompanying  them  must  pay  for  admittance.  Under  nooiroumstaQces  will  the 
transfer  oi  tickets  or  badges  of  admission  be  permitted,  and  any  such  transfer 
will  operate  a  forfeiture  of  all  privileges  of  aa  mission  to  the  grounds.  Driving 
or  riding  on  the  track  during  the  time  designated  by  the  Judges  for  the  trial  of 
speed  will  not  be  permitted. 

Upon  the  grounds  of  the  Society  all  visitors  are  subjected  to  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations adopted  by  the  Society,  and  no  one  will  be  allowed  to  transgress  them, 

ENTRIES. 

The  Fair  days  will  be  Tuesday.  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday,  Septem- 
ber 18,  19,  20  and  21,  1888. 

1.  All  entries  must  be  made  on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  except  in  cases  of  una- 
voidable accident  or  delay,  and  no  entries  will  be  made  after  the  books  are  re- 
ceived by  the  Awarding  Committees. 

2.  Articles  for  mere  exhibition  can  be  entered  free  of  charge. 

8.  Entries  must  in  all  cases  be  made  on  the  Secretary's  books  and  the  entry 
ticket  properly  attached  before  articles  or  animals  will  be  entitled  to  a  place 
within  the  enclosure ;  and  uo  articles  can  be  removed  from  the  grounds,  except 
by  permission  of  the  Secretary,  before  4  o'clock  p.  m.on  Friday.  No  premiums 
will  be  paid  on  animals  or  articles  removed  in  violation  of  this  rule.  Comforta- 
ble stalls  for  hoises  and  cattle,  and  pens  for  hogs  and  sheep  will  be  provided 
free  of  charge. 

All  articles  exhibited,  remaining  on  the  grounds  after  Friday,  September  21, 
will  be  returned  to  the  exhibitor,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

All  articles  offered  for  competition  must  be  owned  by  the  competitors  at  least 
ninety  days  before  the  Fair,  and  all  fruits  and  vegetables  must  be  the  growth  of 
the  competitors. 

All  entries  for  competition  will  be  made  in  strict  compliance  with  the  offered 
premium  list  and  awards  made  in  accordance. 

No  articles  shall  be  entered  in  more  than  one  department. 

In  no  case  will  any  entry  be  made  in  any  of  the  trials  of  speed,  unless  the

PREMIUMS. 

cash  premiums  will  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  on  Monday.  September  24.  at 
his  place  of  business,  and  each  day  thereafter.

Premiums  of  every  description  awarded  mast  be  claimed  within  sixty  days 
from  the  time  of  award,  otherwise  they  shall  revert  to  the  Society. 

In  case  the  receipts  of  the  Pair  fail  to  pay  its  expenses,  the  premiums  will  be 
paid  pro  rata. 

Premiums  on  animals  and  articles,  if  removed  from  the  Exhibition  without 
the  consent  of  the  Manaprers«  will  be  forfeited. 

Premiums  for  the  trial  of  speed  will  be  paid  when  the  Judges  appointed 
shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Secretary. 

GENERAL  RULES. 

The  Board  of  Managers  have  employed  police,  whose  duty  it  will  ba  to  pre- 
serve order  and  to  secure  the  safety  and  comfort  of  visitors.  v 

All  the  Attendants,  Laborers,  &o.,  emnloyed  by  the  Managers  must  remain, 
when  not  engaged,  at  the  office  designated  for  that  purpose,  so  that  the  Mana- 
gers may  avail  themselves  of  their  services  if  needed. 

The  Secretary  will  call  the  roll  of  the  Attendants,  Watchmen  and  Laborers  at 
seveL  o'clock  a.  m.,  when  the  gates  will  close.  Those  not  present  at  roll  call 
will  be  dropped.     In  this  matter  no  excuse  will  be  taken. 

The  Marshal  shall  have  charge  of  the  Police  arrangements  of  the  Fair. 

No  animal  will  be  allowed  to  run  at  large  on  the  grounds.  Hitching  horses 
or  etock  to  trees  is  prohibited.  A  violation  of  this  rule  subiects  them  to  expul- 
sion from  the  grounds. 

Every  article  or  animal  upon  the  grounds  shall,  during  the  Pair,  be  under 
the  control  of  the  Society;  and,  whilst  every  possible  precaution  will  be  taken 
for  the  safe- keeping  of  the  same,  the  Society  will  in  no  case  be  responsible  for 
any  loss  or  damage  that  may  occur. 

Attaches  and  grooms  must  be  neatly  dressed  when  exhibiting  animals,  or 
while  on  duty  in  the  ring.  ''  '      •        ''  ' 

Horses  and  cattle  not  ready  in  time  and  place  will  be  ruled  out  of  coiupeti- 
tion. 

The  Pair  will  be  opened  on  Monday,  September  17th,  and  continue  daring  the 
week. 

All  animals  and  articles  for  exhibition  must  be  entered  by  noon  on  the  second 
day  of  the  Fair,  and  must  remain  in  their  respective  places  until  Friday  after- 
noon, unless  released  by  order  of  the  Secretary. 

All  persons  entering  horses  at  the  fair  and  occupying  a  stall,  and  failing  to  ex- 
hibit the  same  in  the  ring,  will  be  charged  one  dollar  per  day  for  such  stall. 

Ample  arrangements  will  be  made  for  refreshmejts  on  the  grounds. 

For  all  stock  exhibited  hay  and  water,  oats  and  corn  will  be  sapplied  on  the 
grounds  without  charge. 

Excursion  trains  will  run  to  Eutztown  during  the  days  of  exhibition. 

An  auction  will  commence  on  Friday  afternoon,  at  3  o'clock,  when  any  arti- 
cle on  exhibition  will  be  put  up  for  sale  at  the  request  of  the  owner. 

Articles  for  exhibition  will  be  transported  on  the  railroads  centering  at  this 
place  and  returned  free  of  charge,  on  the  order  of  the  President  of  the  Society, 
which  order  will  be  sent  on  application  to  the  Secretary,  who  will  give  all  infor- 
mation regarding  it.
